Saying he wasn't going to 
fight the issue anymore, 
Belle Glade Mayor Steve 
Weeks agreed in a workshop 
Monday night that firefight- 
ers, police officers and top 
city officials in the future 
will live in the area. 

"I'm tired of fighting you 
on this," Mayor Weeks told 
Vice Mayor D. Bill Mathis. 
"I'm not trying to be hard 
nosed. I was against it. To 
force someone to move here I 
felt was wrong." 

Vice Mayor Mathis has 
pushed the. residency issue 
for over six months. He told 
fellow commissioners Mon- 
day night, “I believe it's im- 
portant for the department 
heads and the sworn officers 
to live in the city. Public 
safety needs to be able to re- 
spond (to emergencies) as 
soon as possible. We might 
le get other busi- 
nesses to follow our lead, 
but we have to get our house 
in order first."' 

The commission agreed 
department heads, such as 
the City Manager, Public 
Safety Director/Chief of Po- 
lice, Finance Director, Pub- 
lic Works Director, Public 
Services Director, Fire Chief 
and the City Clerk should 
live within the area desig- 
nated. That area will proba- 
bly include Belle Glade, Pa- 
hokee, South Bay, Canal

In the 20th part of this se- 
ries, we continue looking at the 
individual projects contained 
in this planning dócument, 
concentrating on the various 
Projects associated with the 
various district projects. These 
projects are included the South 
Florida Water Management 
Districts 1998 Land Acquisi- 
tion and Management Plan. 

It includes-all the individual 
projects planned and .which 
cover the district's 16-county 
area. 

* Tibet-Butler Preserve 

This site is 439 acres in Or- 
ange County along the south- 
west shore of Lake Tibet- But- 
ler and faces State Road 535 
along one side. The vegetative 
communities include major ar- , 
eas of Bay Swamp, Pine Flat- 
woods and wetland. forested 
mixed. There are also smaller 
areas of Xeric Oák, burned 
trees, coniferous plantation cy- 
press, pond pine, freshwater 
marsh and emergent aquatic” 
vegetation. 

Orange County considers the 
Site to be ideal for passive 
recreation and public educa- 
tion. The area contains diverse 
natural features and a mosaic 
of habitats typical in central 
Florida. The county plans ex- 
tensive resource enhance- 
ments and preservation pro- 
grams including: fire manage- 
ment, exotic control, forest 
management and habitat man- 
‘agement for endangered 
species, 

The master plan restricts a 

' nature center and related uses 

to the área next to SR 535. 

Trail systems will extend out- 

ward from the nature center 

reaching into. Wetland and bog 
communities. More than nine 
miles of trails are planned: 
* Upper Lakes Basin 
Watershed ^ 

This project lies in. Osceola 
and Polk counties and covers 
43,500 acres and includes 
Reedy Creek and Lake Marion 
Creek drainage basins. This 
project is the headwaters for 
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the entire Kissimmee/Lake 
Okeechobee/Everglades 
ecosystem. 

Protection of this watershed

is critical to the restoration of 
the entire system. The project 
site contains large expanses of 
scrub, mesic and wet flat- 
woods, hydric hammock and 
floodplain forest. 

Reedy Creek Swamp is an 
area of mixed hardwood/cy- 
press swamp running for near- 
ly 25 miles through western 
Osceola County. Included in 
this area are the Huckleberry 
Islands and it totals more than 
30,000 acres. 

Lake Marion Creek is in Polk 
County and flows from Lake 
Marion north and then south- 
easterly to Láke Hatchineha. 
The project area is about 
17,300 acres, 3,800 acres of 
which is located in the South- 
west Florida Water Manage- 
ment District. This includes 
Horse Creek Scrub and the 
Snell Creek Drainage Basin. 

Working with the other wa- 
ter management district, the 
district hopes to acquire the 
lands in the basin watershed 
and connect them with the oth- 
er lands being acquired as part 
of the Kissimmee River 
Restoration project 

Most of the project area is 
forested swamp and needs no 
restoration. It also contains 
parcels of scrub that have been 
highly disturbed. 

The Reedy, Creek area also 
serves as thé “headwaters for 
Lake Russell and Cypress 
Lake. Peak discharges from 
major storms are modified and 
stored within the swamp and 
provide year-round base flow 
for downstream lakes. 

Wetlands comprise approxi- 
mately 50 percent of the Lake 
Marion Creek portion of the 
project, and most are within 
the 100-year floodplain. The 


area is very important to the 
recharge of. the Floridan 
Aquifer because the deep 
sands of the Lake Wales Ridge 
allow water to infiltrate rather 
than run off. 

Lake Marion serves as the 
headwaters for Lake Marion 
Creek, Snell and Horse creeks 
to provide a constant supply of 
high-quality water to Lake 
Hatchineha, which in turn dis- 
charges to Lake Kissimmee, 
the Kissimmee River, and Lake: 
Okeechobee. All three lakes 
are priority water bodies under 
the SWIM (Surface Water Im- 
provement and Management) 
program. 

Reedy Creek Swamp: has 
been fairly well protected be- 
cause of its large size and inac- 
cessibility. Unless high-density 
urban encroachments or dam- 
aging silviculture operations 
are permitted in the future, the 
swamp should be able to buffer 
itself. Exotic vegetation is not 
a problem, and it does not ap- 
pear that hydrologic restora- 
tion will be necessary. 

The natural habitats within 
the Lake Marion Creek area 
are generally in good condition, 
although development has de- 
stroyed some scrub areas. The 
size of the property and the 
deep swamps allows the interi- 
or portions to remain buffered 
from activities along the ridge. 

The district prepared a con- 
ceptual management plan for 
the project before acquisition. 
The information was generat- 
ed from a detailed environmen- 
tal assessment; plant commu- 
nity níáps, locations of listed 
species, and wildlife informa- 
tion. This will guide the dis- 
trict staff in the development 


of operational management ` 


plans. 

Recreation in the project 
area will be centered on pas- 
sive uses, such as hiking and 
canoeing... Opportunities. for, 
both uses on newly: acquired 
lands will be explored. To date, 
only 12,545 acres have been ac- 
quired and 30,955 acres re- 
main to be acquired.

20% of infections result in 
symptoms. Severe cases may 
result in coma and death, with 
most fatalities occurring in 
persons 55 years or older.

Study shows sardines inhibit breast cancer 


(NAPS)—Ever think of sar- 
ines as small fry? A recent 
tudy may add a’ jot’ to the 
tature of this.tiny fish from 
lorway. 

The study found that by 
taking’ small changes in 
леіг diet—like adding a few 
F these, small fish—women 
tay, be able inhibit the onset 
ad growth of breast cancer. 
Researchers in’ the study, 
ublished in the Journal of 
te National Cancer Institute, 
Scovered that a polyunsatu- 
ited fatty acid found in fish 
1, omega-3, actually changes 
ie composition of breast tis- 
le for the better. 

Dr. Dilprit Bagga, one 
ithor of the paper, said 
‘here are laboratory indica- 
jns that (omega-3) does 
hibit breast cancer, both by 


preventing it and by reducing 
tumor size where the cancer 
already exists." 

Omega-3 fatty acids are 
found primarily in fish, with 
the highest concentrations of 
the polyunsaturated fatty 
acids. found in sardines, 
mackerel, tuna and salmon 
Laboratory studies have 
shown that а type of polyun- 
saturated fatty acid (PUFAs) 
called. omega-6, primarily 
found in vegetable oils, short- 
ening and other foods with 
high corn oil content, are 
metabolized into prostog 
landins- (hormone-like 
stances) that promote the 
growth of cancer cells 

“By increasing the ratio of 
omega-3 'PUFAS relative to 
omega-6 PUFAs, can 
inhibit the growth of cancer

cells," said Dr. Bagga. 

According to researchers at 
UCLA's Jonsson Cancer Cen- 
ter, women in Japan who fol- 
low traditional Japanese 
diets have a relatively low 
incidence of breast cancer. Yet 
when those Japanese women 
come ta the United States 
and adopt Western diets, 
their frequency of breast can- 
cer may equal that of Ameri- 
can women within a single 
generation. 

Dr. John Glaspy, senior 
author of the article.and cen- 
ter member, says that “at 
least one, aspect of human 
breast composition in Ameri- 
сап Women can be altered to 
approximate the breast com- 
position of women in certain 
Asian and European coun- 
tries. In those countries the 


incidence ‘of breast cancer i$ 
much lower than here." 

In the study, 25 women with 
breast cancer adopted a 
three-month diet heavy in soy 
products, fish oils and a vari- 
ety of vegetables, including 
green, leafy vegetables, broc- 
coli, brussel sprouts, 'cauli- 
flower and carrots. 

The-paper considered only 
the results of fish oil intake, 
but also found that the diet 
produced a small, but statisti- 
cally significant decrease in 
mean weight of nearly three 
pounds in three months. 

An earlier study, Fish Con- 
sumption and Breast Cancer 
Risk: An Ecological Study, 
published in Nutrition and 
Cancer; also found that 
omega-3 has a protective role 
against breast cancer.

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technology to 


speed contamination cleanup

University of Florida researchers are using а 
new technology that could reduce the cleanup 
time:of some stubborn hazardous waste sites 
from years to days. 

"We are developing and testing faster, cheap- 
er and better cleanup technologies compared to 
today's common fechnologies," said Suresh Rao, 
a graduate research professor in UF's Institute 
of: Food and Agricultural Sciences and director 
of the university's Center for Natural 
Resources. å 

"Cleanup of hazardous waste sites is a nation- 
wide problem, with one in four Americans living 
near one of the thousands of sites spread across 
the country," Rao said. "Analysts estimate that 
nearly $1 trillion would be needed over the next 
30 to 50 years to clean up hazardous waste sites 
nationwide." 

The new cleanup technology is removing 
cleaning solvents trapped underground in tests 
under way.at a former dry cleaner's site in 
Jacksonville. "Today's standard approach would 
have taken years to get the same result that we 
are getting in only a few weeks," said Professor 
Rao. 

The Jacksonville project is a follow-up to tests 
UF conducted with the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency" (EPA) at Hill Air Force Base 
in Utah from 1995 to 1997. In Utah, the new * 
approach removed about 1,000 times more con- 
taminants than flushing with water alone, cur- 
rently the standard method, according:to Rao. 

The Florida Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) and EPA each haye provided 
about $200,000 for the Jacksonville project, 
which the environmental consulting firm 
Levine-Fricke-Recon of Tallahassee is conduct- 
ing in cooperation with UF's colleges of agricul- 
ture and engineering. UF's Center for Solid and 
Hazardous Waste Management is Providing 
$40,000. 

The EPA is involved becaüse of the promise of 
the technology in removing chlorinated organic 
solvents, said Walter Kovalick, director of the 
agency's Technology Innovation Office. These

"We expect to fall short of funds if we cannot 
find cost-effective ways to address the more 
than 975 sites identified in the program 
Statewide," Fitton said. "Cost-effective innova- 
tive, technologies would allow our program-to* 
address more sites, and the.technologies could 
well be carried over to similar programs in oth- 
er states," i 

The technology UF is testing involves flush- 
ing contaminated sites with a mixture of alco- 
hols, detergents and water instead of using only 
water, said Mike Annable, a UF associate pro- 
fessor of environmental engineering. In Jack- 
sonville, a flushing solution is being pumped 
into the ground through three injection wells 
and then extracted through three. injection 
wells and then extracted through six other 
wells. 

"There has been a fear that using alcohols 
and detergents as flushing agents would further 
contaminate sites,” Annable said. “However, the 
oil industry has used this technology for years 
to recover crude oil, and we're just extending its 
application.-In the Utah project, we showed 
that the flushing agénts didn't pose a problem, 
and we were able to pump all of the palected 
alcohols and detergents from the test area.” 

UF and EPA researchers also are examining 
how well helpful bacteria that digest toxic 
chemicals will perform after the alcohol flush- 
ing is completed, M 

"It's possible that after the flushing removes 
the vast majority of the dry-cleaning solvents, 
the microbes will be able to do the mop-up,” 
said Andrew Ogram, a UF assistant professor of 
soil and water science. "But the flushing solu- 
tion is bound to kill some of the he]pful bacteria 
and could reduce their effectiveness in the final 
cleansing of the site." 

“Cleaning up contaminated sites faster and 
less expensively benefits everyone,” said Kevin 
Warner, an engineer with Levine-Fricke-Recon. 
“If the approach being used becomes widely 
accepted, citizens no longer will have hazardous ` 
waste sites in their neighborhoods, and. the
